Memo May Have Prodded 
IUC Chancellor's Apology 


Atthe January 26 hearing Heyman 
Stated that the (Asian American) “concerns 
Were exacerbated by drop in the number 
and percentage of Asian Americans 
admissions in fall "84, especially coupled 
WwWith an internal memo in the Office of 
Admissions and Records proposing a floor 
of 400 in the verbal SAT which would 
disproportionately affect (Asian Ameri- 
cans) and removal of blanket EOP (Equal 
Opportunity Program) protection of Asians 
and whites.…” 

The EOP decision meant that low 
income Asians and whites were no longer 
considered for Special consideration in 
admissions, which hurt Asian admissions 
more than whites. 

“The chancellor probably had the memo 
in mind, when he was making his appear- 
ance before the subcommittee， said Bud 
Travers, asSociate vice-chancellor of 
undergraduate affairs.

Wells Fargo Building in Alameda 


SAN FRANCISCO - Trans Pacific 
Bancorp has acquired a vacant Wells Fargo 
building in West Alameda. From the 
1940's until February 1987, Wells Fargo 
Operated a bank at the 1442 Webster SL 
location. 

The building was built in 1917:and is on 
the Historical Building List of the City of 
Alameda. Trans Pacific was founded in 
1985 by local Bay Area professionals and 
is located at 44 Second St in SF. 

Eddy Chan, president and chief execu- 
tve officer of Trans Pacific National Bank 
explained that the Alameda location was 
chosen because “we did extensive research 
in all of the Bay Area counties and found a 
lot of positive things going on in the City of 
Alameda.… 

Chan, a long-time Alameda resident 
highly praised the building and the city, but 
commented,” There's much work to be 
done "in reference to badly needed renova- 
tion and graffiti smeared on the building 
Since lt became vacant. 

In renovating its SF location, the neo- 
classical attributes of the building were 
retained and enhanced for an effect that 
earned the designers the National Associa- 
tion fo Home Builders Remaissazce 7984 
Award. 

The Alameda building resembles Trans 
Pacifics SF Office, having the classical 
appearance of a bank with its columns， 
arches, high ceilings and marble teller 
Windows， 

“We certainly plan On retaining as much 
of the original characteristics of the 
building as possible,”assured Chan. 
Although detailed plans for the building 
are not finallized, the renovation work will 
probably include major work on Tepairing 
the building S Structure and some clean-up 
and cosmetic Improvements,”said Chan， 
Who also Said that they would also be 
providing Proper access for the handi- 


capped. 
Trans Pacific's CEO pointed out that re- 


habilitating the building would be “much 
like the revitalization going on in the west 
end of Alameda and Webster St itself. 

“Abank has been located here for the 
last 70 years and it would be ashame ifthe 
reslidents and businesses in the area could 
not be Serviced by a locally-based inde- 
pendent bank at that location, especially 
one that provides good Service and has a 
Strong Sense of the comunity.2 

About half of the bank directors are 
Chinese, but Chan points out that both 
locations serve the stirrounding business 
community rather than a Chinatownmbank 
that primarily Serves Chinese clients.

Chan pointed out that as “an independ- 
ent bank, we can be more reSsponsive to OUT 
customers needs - whether lt is qulick loan 
approvals or Speedy account service. 

James A. Babcock, chairman of Trans 
Pacifc Bancorp, said that Trans Pacific 
hopes to open the branch in July or Augustb 
pending approval by regulators. 

Although the name Trans Pacific 
Suggests that the bank does Pacific Rim 
business, actually it caters to professionals 
and small to medium sized businesses. 

Trans Pacific has led Bay Area banks 
Ianked by safety, profitability and asset 
quallty. 

The Iankings were done from independ- 
ent bank Information and by various 
consulting firms, including Sheshunoff and 
Company and Findley Reports, Incorpo- 
Tated. 

According to the SBUsinesy Tizes (3/ 
87) Trans Pacific had the highestrating of 
any bank in the Bay Area. The Iatings were 
based on a report of IDC Financial Publish- 
ing, aHartland, Wisconsin financial 
institutions research firm. 

In the last year Trans Pacific's net 
profits have more than doubled froni the 
previous year, from $135;000 to $308,000.

Atone of hostility prevailed through- 
out the afternoon. Among the most Serious 
charges: 

- The date of the 1987 exam was 
arbitrarily changed from Octoberto August 
with little notice, causing Severe hardship

- 9ome models kept laughing and one 
keptfalling asleep. A third had a severe 
deformity of the Spine. Others wore 
Imakeup or suffered allergic reactions to the 
pins used in the exam. 

-Two examinees who tasted the 
mysternious herb became nauseous; and 
their complaints at the time were ignored. 

- Of the other herbs, Some were cut in 
an Unorthodox manner, leading to the Sus- 
Picion that they were intended to trick the 
examinees. 

-The written portion contained dozens 
of questions on Western medicine. 

- One examinees who passed was 
followed back to her hotel by an uninvited 
examiner. 

Diamond, the target of much of the 
criticism, Sat patiently at the front with 
Edelman until most of the fury was Spent 
Three other members of the examining 
committee Sat at the back, but left before 
the session was OVeT. 

Especially frustrated were those who 
had narrorly failed, but were not allowed to 
See the results. Under California law, there 
is no public access to acupuncture examas 
after they are taken, Nor is theexamining 
committee allowed to divulge the weight- 
ing of any of the sections. The committee 
has no appeals board; it was dissolved im 
1986. Since then, all letters of complaint 
have gone unanswered, Said Several of 
those who testified.， The Speakers pointed 
out that these Practices differ sharply from 
the Law Boards and the state chiropractic 
exarmns.

The associate vice chancellor also 
claims that he “didn'tunderstand the 
impact of (the memo'sproposal) for a 
while ”and that “the memo was an unfortu- 
nate way of writing up Something.…Travers 
Stressed that he played arole in Stopping 
the prOposal. 

At the hearing Heyman stated that after 
Ieview, no Systematic blas against Asian 
Americans in admissions could be found 
concerning the memo, but that he “wanted

The Academic Senate has set up a 
Special committee to ivestgate the entire 
matter of Asian American Admissions and 
will be looking more closely at the memo 
and its circumstances. 

A proposal that Heyman and the Asian 
American Task Force on UC Admisslions 
discussed promises a great impact on 
freshman admalssions at UC Berkeley. 

An admissions policy panel called the 
Undergraduate Admissions Policy Coordi-

Even some of the leaders of Site 2, run 
be Son Senn's KPNLEF, are now Teady to 
cast their lot with the Prince.

Sen, camp leaders refused tolallow Son 
Senn to enter the camp, Saying he had not 
sufficientiy backed Sihanouk s peace 
OVertures.“We are all weary of this life， 
said one camp administrator. It does not : 
matter who the driver ls 一 the passengers 
Wantto go home.” 

Son Senn (went) to Paris to confer with 
Sihanouk about the peace negotiations in an 
effort to regain credibility with his follow- 
eTS. 

While Sihanouk's talks with Phnom 
Penh leaders have given new hope to many 
of the exiles, they know that huge obstacles 
TIemain. Chief among these is what to do 
With the Khmer Rouge, who, with substan- 
tial support from China, remain the 
coalition's only Significant military poOwer 
but also its biggest political liability. Hun 
Sen insists that his governament will not 
recognize any political settlement that 
includes the Khmer Rouge, and much of 
the world condemns the coalition for 
joining forces with them.

Medical Services (NEM9) has been named 
the grantee of about $1.4 million to provide 
primary health care and substance abuse 
Services to the city:s homeless population 
by the federal Department of Health 
Human Services (DHHS). 

The funds were awWarded as a reSult of 
a joint grant proposal by the SF Commu- 
nity Clinic Consortium (SFCCC), 3 
citywide, multi-ethnic network of three 
federally funded health clinics and five 
clinics not Teceiving federal funds. 

The funds will be used to provide a 
multi-cultural health Services citywide for 
5-6,000 homeless people and the growing 
newcomer population of immigrants and 
refugees whose homelessness is hidden. 

-NEMS will allocate funds to the 
SFCCC and the SF Department of Public 
Health's Health Care for the Homeless 
program. Outreach activities are a major 
component of the program, according to 
Sophie 也 Wong, executive director of 
NEMS. One such activity is the Mobile 
Outreach Program, which provides a van 
Staffed with teams of outreach workers. 
Unserved areas where the homeless gather 
will be identified and the van will be 
available on aregular schedule at those 
locations. 

The clinics particlpating in the 
consortium have been providing care to 
Over 100,000 residents in the city. The

Brenda Payton chose to engage One of 
her favorite writing forms - satire - to 
comment on COntroversy started by“The 
Greek.” 

Herentire column was written in the 
voice of someone who might be “The 


Greek.”She began:“What ITm trying to 
talk to you about see, whatTm trying to 
get across here is that we need to Tecognize 
OUT Special talents. II mean, we'Te anation 
of alot of different people, see, and each of 
the ditferent kinds has a different kind of 
talent. 工 mean it's just plain logic, see, it'S 
even historic.” 

This “voice "ofaJimmy ”The Greek” 
type blathered on about the big thighs of 
black people, and Stereotypic characteris- 
tics of other Tacial and ethnic groups - 
Jews, Chinese, Mexicans, Itallans, WASPs， 
and Greeks. 

TIthought the column did a masterful 
job im parodying a certain Tedrneck mental- 
ity; the“Vvoice” was nearly flawless in 
Syntax and rhythm. 

My reaction, however, was in the 
minofrity. An editor colleague told me Some 
Chinese American employees in 7Tje 
77ipune's circulation department were 
furious at Payton for her mixing upthe 
Chinese and Japanese reference. 

THne T7zpxyne's city desk gotanumber 
of calls, most of them negative and most of 
them pointing out her apparent factual error 
in Saying the United States fought China 
during World War I and that China was 
“nuked.” 

Afew dayslater, she received Some 
letters, esSentially ragging her for the same 
thing. 

While this reaction didn"t surprise her， 
it did give her pause. The reason it didnt 
SUrprise her, She said, was that when she 
WwWas writing the paragraphs dealing with the 
Asian Stereotypes, She wondered whether 
She was being too Subtle by leaving it 
mixed up 

After all, she said, one of the most 
common Stereotypes of Asian people ls that 
others often do think Asians look alike. 
Indeed,its an article of faith among many 
people of Asian heritage that non-Asians 
Very often can't tell Chinese from Japanese 
from Korean from Vietnamese, etc， 

9everal editors who read the column 
before publication questioned Payton about 
the Asian paragraphs, No, She Said, she 
knew what she was doing and she wanted i 
that way. 

Several 7T7ibpunre newS-department 
people asked me whether I had noticed the 
“error about Chinese and Japanese. 

Ihadn"ttalked with Brenda yeb but 工 
told them thatIbelieved that's exactly how 
she wanted it because of the common 
Stereotype that all Asians look alike， 


Given the fact that the entire columan 
Was cast in a satiric mode, using this 
disembodied bigoted voice, everything 
stated in it regarding racial and ethnic 
characteristics was absurb, topsy-turvy and 
untrue. 

What lessons are to be learned from 
this episode? 

Payton told me that this is another 
reminder to her that when one wpites for a 
general-circulation newspaper, One has to 
be extra careful when engaging the Satiric 
form.“When you shift to another gear, to 
make a more Subtle poinb you have to give 
(readers) more road Signs.” 

She said she chose this form because 站 
“illustrated this guy?s faulty thinking. 工 
wasnt making fun of racial and ethnic 
groups; 工 was making fun of people who 
think like that.” 

Aredeeming feature for her was the fact 
that those criticlzing her for the Chinese- 
Japanese mix-up apparently got the rest of 
the parody. 

But one aspect of the reaction disturbs 
her. Perhaps one reason Teaders cited her 
apparent factual error in the AsSian para- 
graphs is that they SOmehow believe the 
other Stereotypes mentioned by the 
“voice.”Why then wouldn'treaders pick 
apart the bigoted notion that all Jews Own 
banks, or that Mexicans are “naturally”

Revealing is Mark Harelik's attitude 
expressed in his commentary about the 
play.“By the second generation whereI 
Teside, the Americanization is complete.

Harelik s depiction of the immigrant 
experience is devoid of American Society?S 
blatant harshness and paranoia of foreign- 
ers during this era. 


SUBTLE LEVEL 

On the other hand, at a more Subtle level 
the playwright is effective in showing the 
conflicts between long time residents and 
iecent immigrants. 

Milton never allows Haskell to forget 
that he helped Haskell succeed. Their 
differences come out during a discussion on 
immigration. Milton believes in restricting 
the fow of immigrants to this country 


empathizes for those who are trying to 
Imake a better lives for themselves and who 
deserve a chance like he received. 

Milton points out that 直 all the poor 
refugees were helped like he helped 
Haskell, it would sap the country. Milton 
never allows him to forget that he is an 
immigrant who needed help and therefore 
Haskell resents Milton . 

But the Hareliks do “repay”their debt 
In a poignant scene Leah comforts Ina in 
her time of need.

She decries the fact that their children 
wilnot be able to grow up within a Jewish 
community. She chastises her husband for 
not COvering his head, as the Jewish faith 
demands. 

Haskell tells Leah that he doesn't want 
to stand out in the community because he 
wantfts tobe afull member and half-jokingly 
tells her that“God wouldn't mind.” 

The playwright handles religion with 
tenderness and respect. The differences and 
Similarities between Hamilton County S 
Christianity and the Harelik's Judaism is 
treated with humor and empathy. Harelik 
Shows how faith helps one celebrate the 
good times and helps one endure the sad 
times.

friend later decided was the most disgusting 
part of American materialism - advertis- 
Ing.” 

The person's feelings on the matter 
were based on how advertising“steals yOUT 
time and presents an ugly image of the 
American people as stupid, shallow, and 
Imaterialistic.” 

Barlow writes of the psychological， 
financial and physical difficulties the 
students encountered. Is extremely 
Tevealing bow Chinese “intellectuals”adapt 
to American Society, as well as America'S 
perception of the Chinese people. 

Nearly all speak of the loneliness that 
results when they become troubled by 
American social relations. They all agree

“that loneliness here is beyond any Chinese 
person' s imagination.”Lowe pointed out 
that “loneliness” is the best word to 
describe what they feel, though it is not 
fully accurate. 

Interestingly Barlow noted that students 
Who went to rural areas fared'bettered than 
those who settled in Urban ones.“The 
Social relations in much of Missouri for 
example, where there are less things to do,， 
Tesults in people spending more time with 
each other. So the Chinese Students are 
better off in this Situation.” 

The collection of letters which are 
edited is very Teadable.
